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County's Dial-A-Ride prospers despite federal cuts 


Despite steadily declining federal 
aid over the last decade, the Crawford 
County Transportation Authority 
(CCTA) has remained afloat and even 
grownand prospered, Dave Frederick, 
director of the CCTA, said, “The 
CCTA is coming of age because we're 
serving a much wider segment of the 
local population, we’ ve stabilized our 
expenditures, and because our 
equipment and facilities are so much 
better than they used to be.” 

The CCTA is one of about 60 rural 
dial-a-ride systems statewide. Many, 
like the CCTA, serve anentire county. 
With only a phone call, riders will be 
picked up anywhere in the county and 
taken to any destination, For only a 
buck (handicapped, senior citizens, 
and children are only fifty cents), that 
may be the best deal around. The only 
requirement is that they must stay on 


maintained roads. With cleven modem 
buses the CCTA has averaged about 
100,000 passengers per year and 
370,000 passenger miles, 

The majority of the passengers are 
children going toand from school, and 
senior citizens, but with the average 
price of a car now somewhere around 
$17,000, many adults are now dialing 
into CCTA to get to work or to go 
shopping. The busesrun continuously 
from 5:30.a.m. until 6:30 p.m. Monday 
through Friday, Saturday 8:00 until 
5:00, and Sunday 8:00 until 4:00. 
Crawford County has the only small 
urban dial-a-ride system in the state 
that operates on Sunday. 

Originally the CCTA was mostly 
financed by the federal government, 
today they provide only about 10% of 
total operating funds. Local long- 
term millage and fare receipts now 


Fish hatchery's ten 
years shows project 


is 


What could you do with 
$185,648.52? If you were Howard 
Hatfield, you could stock, maintain, 
and run the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
for ten consecutive Summer seasons, 
and you would still have money left. 

On Memorial day weekend of 1983 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery opened 
with a total of 2,000 trout in their 
raceways. That first weekend over 
2,600 people visited the hatchery. At 
that point, Hatfield and his organizers 
knew they had a hit. 

During the summer of 1992 more 
thar: 38,000 visitors walked the banks 
of the hatchery enjoying the antics of 
thirty to forty thousand trout, from 
minnows to lunkers. In the ten year 
span of the project more than 383,000 
people have visitied the fish hatchery, 

The only revenue generated from 
the attraction comes from either the 
sale of fish food, orentrance donations, 


lasting attraction 


which are not required. All other 
moncy must be raised through fund 
raisers which Hatfield also oversees, 
mostly in the off season. 

Today, unlike the beginning when 
Hatfield ran the entire project himself 
with only part-time volunteer help, he 
directs a paid part time staff of five. 
Together they open the gates in the 
morning, hang the flag, set up the fish 
food stands, feed the trout, clean the 
screens and raceways, mow the lawn, 
sweep the walkways, fill the fish food 
dispensers, bag the food, sell the food, 
fill the tourist information rack, clean 
the parking lot, answer the questions, 
count the money, keep the books, and 
close the gates at night. 


The hatchery crew also organizes 
and directs frequent river clean up 
expeditions throughout the summer 
canocing season. 


Attorney General's office

Attorney General Frank J. Kelley 
announced February 26 that he will 
represent the interests of the people of 
Michigan by opposing the appeal of 
James Carl Sandeen, Jr.,45, of Benton 
Harbor, after his conviction for armed 
robbery of a Grayling area bar and 
first degree criminal sexual conduct 
with a female employee of the bar.

The CCTA has an amazing safety 
record, In over 6,000,000 total miles 
driven they have never suffered from 
an “at fault” accident involving a 
personal injury. Despite their good 
record, the CCTA Board of Directors 
decided, at their own expense, to add 
safety restraints on every seat in every 
bus, and passengers must wear them. 
Seat belts on busses are not a state 
requirement. In addition each bus is 
equipped with child safety seats, fire 
extinguishers, firstaid kits, emergency

Local officials looking to reverse trend 
of state buying best land in county 


Inthe second in ascries of meetings 
to discuss the disproportionate amount 
of state and federal land in Crawford 
County, local officials were urged to 
pinpoint parcels of land that they 
belicve should be given back to the 
private sector. 

Crawford County Commissioner 
Bob Smock stated that the purpose of 
the mecting was to look at the public 
policy issue of government land 
ownership. “The state has been buying 
up our best lands, lowering ouroverall 
tax revenues and suffling our cconomic 
development. Fifty years of beatings 
by the state must end,” he stated. 

County Equalization Director Bill 
Borchers stated that, “It would be nice 
ifthe local community could determine 
local Jand use. The Weyerhaeuser 
deal was completed in Lansing before 


it was ever whispered in Crawford 
County.” Borchers suggested that the 
group pinpoint underutilized state 
properties that could be beneficial to 
local development. “Then ask the 
State to come up with a land use plan 
for that property.” 

Static Representative Allen Lowe, 
speaking on behalf of the group, stated 
that, “If we can’t work something out 
with the DNR or the military, then we 
can propose Icgislation.” 

After lengthy discussions, it was 
finally decided to develop a detailed 
proposal of targeted propertics to 
present to state officials. At the same 
time commissioner Smock and 
Andrew Fortin, representing the 
Michigan Association of Counties, 
were going to study the problem of 
public land ownership as astate policy.

GHS SAGA yearbook earns top 
ratings from state, national competition

The Grayling High School 
Publications Class recently received 
two excellent ratings in the judging of 
the 1992 SAGA yearbook, “Lasting 
Impressions” -—-- from the Columbia 
Scholastic Press Association (CSPA) 
at Columbia University in New York 
and from the Michigan Interscholastic 
Press Association (MIPA)at Michigan 
State University in East Lansing. 

The '92 yearbook received a Ist 
place rating from the CSPA, scoring 
916 out of a possible 1,000 points in 
the areas of concept, coverage, writing, 
design and photography. 

Yearbooks need scores between 925 
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and 1,000 toreceive the highestaward, 
Medalist. First place goes for scores 
between 850 and 924; 2nd place, 700- 
849: 31d place, 500-699; and 4thplace, 
below 500. 

The SAGA scored highest in the 
category of concept, eaming 144 out 
of a possible 150 points (96 percent). 
Next highest in the scoring was 
coverage, with 141 out of 150 points 
(94 percent). 

The yearbook received perfect 
scores in the subcategories of 
organization, reference aids, 
academics coverage, groups coverage, 
graphics, advertising and advertising 
design. 

From MIPA, the yearbook received 
an Award of Excellence, by scoring 
550 out of 660 points possible (84 
percent). The SAGA was 31 points 
away from MIPA’s highest award, the 
Spartan, which is given to yearbooks 
scoring between 591 and 660. 

Awards of Excellence go to 
yearbooks with scores between 539 
and 590; Awards of Merit, 493-538; 
and Awards of Commendation, 459- 
492,

Suzi, a two-year-old lab mix was 
brought to us. Her hips and ribs were 
trying to come through her skin. She 
followed amaster she obviously loved 
through the front door. In his arms 
was acomforter which contained cight 
boxer/lab puppies. They were four 
days old. Halfof the litter should have 
been destroyed. We can usually adopt 
half a litter, if we're lucky. ButI have 
to try to save everyihing. Suzi’s poor 
condition would make that difficult 
and she would probably lose several 
of them anyways no matter what we 
did. 

We started feeding her vitamins and 
high protein food, Suzi didn’t gain 
any weight, but she didn’t seem to be 
losing any either. She was infested 
with internal parasites and was 
wormed. The puppies did well but 
they were smail. Suzi was a good 
mother and a wonderful dog. She 
wondered why her master had left her 
in this strange place. She waited for 
him to come and get her, but he never 


came. 

At six weeks of age, we still had 
eight puppies. They caught colds from 
the cement floors and were given 
antibiotics, but could homes be found 
for them? The brown ones with the 
black masks were the first to leave. 
That left six black puppies with boxer 
faces. Four of them were big, fat 
puppies and two were runts. Two fat 
puppies went one day, then the next- 
to-the-smallest. Soon there was one 
puppy left -— the runt, a special sweet 
puppy. 

Suzi began to gain weight now that 
the puppies weren’t robbing her of 
nutrition she needed for herself. Each 
day we could see an improvement, but 
what would become of her? Two- 
year-old labs are pretty hard to find 
homes for, no matter how nice they 
are. One day when Rich, a trainer 
from Leader Dog came, I asked him to 
try Suzi. I had been fearful of having 
him try her because I knew if shecould 
not pass the tests she was probably 


facing a death sentence. 

As Rich walked out the drive with 
Suzi on a leash, I pecked out the 
window, hoping she would do the 
simple things he asked of her. Hoping 
she would not be afraid of the traffic 
onthe busy highway he led her towards. 
Richand Suzi spenta lotof time on 72- 
E and my hopes soared. I've learned 
that if he takes a lot of time the dog is 
good, I never saw Suzi again. Rich 
hadalready placed her in the van before 
he reentered the shelter. The 
paperwork was signed and we all 
breathed a sigh of relief. Suzi’s fate 
was no longer sealed. She will either 
go on to help a blind person and her 
picture will grace our wall or she will 
be placed in a home. Never again will 
she have eight puppies to rob her body 
of nutrients, never again will she be 
hungry or deserted.

What can we do about it? a 


First of all, please don’t blame your local township officials or assessors. Everything they do is required of them by state law or| 
administrative rule. If they do not perform as required by law, they can be fined or jailed, removed from office or have their} & 


assessor certification revoked. They are literally pawns in the property tax assessment process. Assessment levels are monitored and] §f° 


controlled by the county board of commissioners and the State tax commission through the equalization process. 


Assessments for existing property were "frozen” in 1992 at 1991 values. This was required by a law passed by the legislature in 
1991 (P.A. 15, 1991). The hope was that a ballot proposal to reduce property taxes would pass in 1992, It didn't. That "freeze" 
period is now over so that all properties musi be assessed at 50% of current market value. Most properties, especially residential, 
resort and waterfront have increased in value dramatically over this two-year period causing a "tax assessment shock." Michigan 
was one of the highest property tax states before the increase. 


Property owners might properly ask, "What happened to that constitutional amendment we passed in 1978? Wasn't that amendment 
(known as the Headlee Amendment) supposed to hold property taxes in check with inflation?” The amendment Ags caused millage 
to be reduced in a limited fashion when assessments as a total increase more than inflation. The problem is the amendment as 
written and adopted does not apply to individual properties or separate classes of property. As a result, high value increases in 
residential property are offset in the formula by slower growth in commercial, agricultural and industrial properties. The result? 


Very little tax break even with high assessment increases!

To locate one major problem with property taxes look at your tax bill. On the average nearly 70% of the total bill is for school 


operational millages levies. Eighty percent or more of school operational millages are used for salaries and fringes of teachers and 
support personnel. Simple arithmetic reveals that over 50 cents of every property tax dollar goes for a purpose having nothing to do 


with property ownership. Schools are not about to give up this "golden goose" easily. 


Township officials through the Michigan Townships Association have been laboring for years to reduce the reliance on the property 
tax for school funding. Their pleas have not been heeded. Once again township officials, through their statewide association and 
other groups, are bending the ear of legislators in Lansing. The goal is to have some form of property tax relief in place before the 
March meetings of the board of review. That's an aggressive time schedule when you consider that the legislature has not been able 
to provide an alternative over the course of two decades. 


It is difficult to predict what kind of property tax package will be presented by the legislature to the govemor. There are many 
proposals being offered and space permitted in this letter does not allow a description of them or a comparison between them. Every 
citizen should simply make a telephone call or write a leiter enclosing their assessment increase notice to their legislator. Local 
officials have been the scapegoat for this perennial problem for too long. A three dollar phone call or a 29 cent stamp urging a 
simple reduction in the property tax would work wonders if it was done now. Help your township officials help you.

During that school year, the GHS 
team whipped Traverse City 46-11, 
beat West Branch twice 44-9 and 58- 
24, beat Alpena 20-7, ran over Che- 
boygan 32-14, thumped Gaylord 48- 
29, defeated Kalkaska twice 73-7 and 
37-18, beat a Grayling All-City inde- 
pendent team 42-13, and wiped out a 
Saginaw Central team 50-8, Their 
only close game during the regular 
season was a 32-31 squeaker over 
Frederic at the Frederic Eagles’ gym. 

The Green Wave outscored their 
opponents 482 to 171 during the regu- 
jar season.

“Even though (junioy) Julle Gingarick has 
been sidelined by an Injury tha second half 
of tha season, her contributions to the taam 
continue to be substantial through her 
support and encouragement of others,” said 
Coach Rebecca Brown, 
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“Despite the fact that there is only 
one reported case here, residents of 
Crawford County, who engage inhigh 
risk behaviors, face a real danger of 
contracting the HIV/AIDS virus,” said 
Marilyn Rosi of the Michigan 
Department of Public Health office in 
Grayling. “For every positive HIV 
test there are probably 100 potentially 
positive cases still undiagnosed,” she 
said. 

Marilyn is a certified HIV/AIDS 
tester and educator who ts worried that 
in rural areas like Grayling, the AIDS 
ihreat is not being taken seriously. 
She administers the blood tests which 
determine the presence of antibodies 
to the HIV virus, and she attempts to 
educate those being tested in lifestyle 
modifications that will promote a 
longer life, regardless of the testresults. 

“Generally, people that come here 
to be tested are worried. They typically 
have engaged in high risk behavior 
and it’s my job to try to educate them 
on how to alleviate those risks. We 
don’t want people to just walk out the 
door thinking they’re safe only to 
continue the behavior that brought 
them here,in the first place,” she said. 

Last year 85 people were tested for 
HIV in Crawford County, from every 
age group and every level of society. 
Many of her clients come here 
confidentially from other counties to 
be tested. She explained that those 
being tested can, by law, maintain 
complete anonymity orconfidentiality. 
“No one has access to any of the 
information except me. The reports 
that] file with the state have no personal 
information in them, You don’t even 
have to give aname when youcome in 
to be tested,” 

HIV (Human Immunodeficiency 
Virus) is the virus that causes AIDS 
(Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome). Currently AIDS is thought 
to be 100% fatal. A positive HIV test 
means you have been exposed to the 
virus and that you have become 
infected, but it will not tell you that 
you have AIDS, whether you will 
develop AIDS, or how long you’ve 
been infected. It normally takes about 
two wecks to three months after 


exposure to the virus to show up as a 
positive HIV test. 

The virus is most commonly spread 
through sexual contact. Itisalso spread 
by the sharing of unsterilized needles 
during intravenous drug use, An 
infected mother may infect her baby 
during pregnancy, at the time of birth, 
or while breast feeding, Rarely, contact 
with blood through open cuts or 
wounds, or splashes to the eyes may 
also spread the virus. 

It is important for people to know 
that they cannot get infected with the 
virus by donating or giving blood, nor 
can HIV be spread through casual 
contact with a person who is infected 
with HIV/AIDS, Today, itis estimated 
by the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, that there is a one in 
400,000 chance of contracting AIDS 
through a hospital blood transfusion. 
That was not always the case, but 
today all donated blood is screened for 
HIV.

The period from the time the person 
is first infected with HIV until the time 
that person first becomes aware of it is 
very important because he or she may 
be spreading the virus without knowing 
it, 

Today, because of carlier detection 
and intervention, the time from 
exposureto HIV andtheonsetof AIDS, 
is increasing. It is crucial to stress the 
need for carly diagnosis and treatment. 
Many factors, including good nutrition, 
exercise, and abstinence from nicotine 
and alcohol, along with antiviral drug 
treatment, help to delay the onset of 
AIDS. With carly diagnosis and 
treatment the onset of AIDS can be 
delayed. Long after, maybe years 
after, the point of infection, comes the 
onset of full-blown AIDS.

‘Typically, after the onset of AIDS, 
death will soon follow, usually caused 
by diseases that easily invade an 
unhealthy immune system. Rare forms 
of pneumonia and cancer, and severe 
infections are among the mostcommon 
causes of many AIDS related deaths.

Angela Anderson carries a heavy 
burden on her shoulders. She is a 
teacher at Grayling High School and 
onc of her tasksis toteach your children 
about the dangers of HIV/AIDS. She 
hopes that her message is not too litde 
or too late. . “Every senior is required 
to take the five day HIV/AIDS 
awareness training that we offer. 
Sophomores get a three day program 
from Miss Brown and Mr. Hayes, that 
offers what they need at that level,” 
she said, 

HIV/AIDS education is very 
important to Angela. She is also the 
American Red Cross AIDS education 
coordinator and works very closely 
with the Northem AIDS Awareness 
and Community Education Services 
(NAACES) program.

Day two discussions include the 
human immune system and the 
transmission of HIV/AIDS, and day 
three concems risk behavior and risk 
reduction, “Thisis very relevantto the 
class because, despite the fact that 
many parents don’t want to think that 
their children are engaged in HIV/ 
AIDS related risk behavior, many are,” 

Day four of the program brings an 
expert guest speaker who has been 
infected with HIV and is well into 
AIDS. “Last year, the day the guest 
speaker came was the only day of the 
year when every senior was in school,” 
she said. 

The fifth and final day of the program 
covers the costs involved with aids, 
both monctary and emotional, from 
diagnosis to death. 

Angela is now preparing her 
program for presentation to the 
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residents of Kenquest House. 

NAACES is a support network 
providing education and counselling 
to those who have contracted HIV/ 
AIDS and their familics. Their mission 
is to helpiwpromote a bétter 
understanding of AIDS, by assisting 
with specific health, social, and 
emotional problems faced by people 
confronting the disease. All 
information remains confidential. 
NAACES meets weekly at Mercy 
Hospital in Grayling.
